The schools have all been in session thirty-six weeks 
during the year, except the Pollard Primary which lost 
a week on account of the illness of the teacher. 

The School Board were caused considerable annoy- 
ance and the schools suffered injury at the beginning of 
the fall term by the resignation of teachers to accept a 
position which offered better pay than we could give. 
We think it a matter of questionable courtesy for a 
neighboring city to come and take away our teachers af- 
ter they have commenced the term’s work, and thus leave 
us to fi!l the vacancy as best we can. We found it diffi- 
cult to get a good teacher on such short notice and the 
- Interruption was-a serious loss to the school. Only the 
teacher in the Pollard Primary has remained over from 
last year and she has been continuing the same excellent 
work which we commended in our last report. We fin- 
ally secured teachers for all the schools who have given 
good satisfaction and deserve our commendation. 

We are convinced that it will be to the edyantage of 
our schools to pay higher wages in order to retain teach- 
ers who have proved efficient and satisfactory in our 
schools. 
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There has been some misunderstanding of the right 
of pupils to enter the Grammar school and the School 
Board at the beginning of this school year voted to ad- 
mit any who were prepared to enter the seventh grade at 
the time of their application. We could net do more for 
lack of accommodations. Both rooms in the Pollard 
school are full and there is a call for more seats to ac- 
commodate the pupils. Wethink that in the near fu- 
ture the question of providing enlarged accommodations 
for the schools in the village, so asto have three or more 
erades, will have to be considered. 


Three of the district schools are small,—less than 
twenty scholars—and some of the parents in these, see- 
ing the advantage of a graded school, are asking that 
their children be allowed to attend it. We have had to 
_ refuse several who asked this permission the past year. 
Since this is so, the question arises whether it will not 
be economy for the town, and for the benefit of the child- 
dren, to enlarge our school building and provide suitable 
transportation to carry them all to the centre, that all 
may have equal advantages. We commend this subject 
to your thoughtful consideration. 

We have four pupils in Atkinson Academy and three 
in Sanborn Seminary who are all doine good work. One 
of these, Karl W. Graffam,is on the program for prize 
speaking next month Another, Wm. P. Warner, who 
eraduated from Sanborn last June, is now at the New 
Hampshire college at Durham. 

We are glad tc note that so many parents have visit- 
ed the schools. We urge you to do this still more, for 
your presence shows to the children that you are inter- 
ested in the school and is an encouragement both to 
them and to the teacher. And remember that a word of 
commendation, when it can be honestly given, brings 
cheer and help to the teacher whose trials are sometimes 
many ard whose burdens heavy. ° 
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We regret to note that some pupils are very oiten 
tardy. We urge upon parents to do all in their power 
to secure prompt and constant attendance. For your 
child's good you should do this, that he may cultivate 
the habit of promptness in all things. <A tew parents 
have kept their children out of school for several weeks 
to work. This is against the law and renders them liable 
to a fine of ten dollars or more. 

In compliance with the request of the State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, we give you another opportunity to 
vote on the employment of a District Superintendent. It 
is well to give this proposition careful consideration and 
to inquire whether the guin to our schools would not. be 
worth more than the added expense. 

The Pollard School house has been painte! snd we 
ask for an appropriation cf 3100 to continue this work on 
the other school houses, as all of them are beginning to — 
look quite shabby. The interior of the South school 
house has been painted and whitened, a work which was 
much needed. 

We recommend the usual appropriation of $700 in 
addition to that required by law.
